Breaking Pledges to 
Aecept Others 

Amendment of the by-laws of 
the Interfratemity Council, mak- 
ing U clear that in no ease may 
a man be pledged by a fratamity 
widdn four months after the break- 
ing of a pledge to another fra- 
ternity, wae the principal bnainess 
of the Council at Its meeting 
Sunday. 

TUa action was precipitated by 
the report of a Copneu member 
that during the past week two men, 
after being pledged, by one fra- 
tfiralty, had returned their buttons 
by mail, and bad acc^ed those 
(d other fraternities. Horse Allen, 


asked prior to the meeting for an 
interpmatloB of the by-law gov- 
erning this situation, stated that 
in his opinion the provision ap- 
lied only to oases fn which the 
pledge was broken by the frater- 
nity, and not by the man involved. 
Thu interpretation was confirmed 
by the Council Sunday. 

After some discussion, it was de- 
cided that this was not the mean- 
ing intended at the time the by- 
laws were framed, aod the by-law 
in quMdon was changed to read as 
followt: 

“No man shall be pledged by a 
f int s iU lty ndthin a period of four 
mdnttas after his pledgeshlp has 
ended in another fimtemlty for any 
reason whatsoever."

It looks to ns 
like a case of ex posto facto, but 
then we are fom that this doesn’t 
apply to civil cases.
